2B. SUNDAY NYTIMES GWERTZMAN WASHINGTON REPORTED HIGH 
ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS SAID DECISION TO POSTPONE

CAUSED BY ANY SUDDEN OR CRITICAL PROBLEM, BUT TWO SIDES

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VLADIVOSTOK, WITH RUSSIANS REPORTEDLY BALKING AT AMERICAN 
EFFORTS TO COUNT ALL MISSILES IN A PARTICULAR SYSTEM AS 
HAVING MULTIPLE WARHEADS AND ALSO RESISTED INCLUSION 
OF BACKFIRE BOMBER AMONG DELIVERY VEHICLES SINCE IT 
HASN'T THE RANGE TO FLY TO US AND BACK TO SOVIET UNION. 
RUSSIANS ALSO WANT TO INCLUDE CRUISE MISSILE AS AN 
OFFENSIVE STRATEGIC MISSILE. BOTH AMERICAN AND SOVIET 
OFFICIALS ACKNOWLEDGE THERE WOULD BE LITTLE POINT IN A 
SUMMIT WITHOUT A STRATEGIC ARMS TREATY; AND AMERICANS 
WANT FURTHER CONSULTATION WITH CONGRESS ON EMIGRATION 
ISSUE. 

2C. MONDAY BALTSUN HAS WASHINGTON AP REPORTING KISSINGER 
SAID PLANS FOR SUMMIT MEETING ARE PROCEEDING QUITE 
NORMALLY, TELLING REPORTERS SATURDAY NIGHT THAT NO DATE 
HAS EVER BEEN SET FOR THAT MEETING. 

2D. SUNDAY WASHSTAR KELLY LOCAL REPORTED A SOVIET SHIP 
QUOTE STOOLE UNQUOTE A US NAVY MARKER BUOY IN FALL OF 
1969, CAUSING FAILURE OF AN IMPORTANT AMERICAN OCEANO- 
GRAPHIC EXPERIMENT 
KNOWN BY NAME OF SEA SPIDER, KELLY 
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ADDING THAT A NAVY SPOKESMAN SAID THE AMERICAN EXPERIMENT 
WAS NOT RELATED IN ANY WAY TO THE LOST SOVIET SUB. NAVY 
PLANES OBSERVED THE THEFT OF THE MARKER. 

2E. SUNDAY WASHSTAR GUIDRY REPORTED THAT BARRY BLECHMAN 
HAS WRITTEN A BROOKINGS STUDY URGING US-SOVIET NEGOTIA- 
TIONS TO LIMIT NAVAL FORCES IN MANNER OF TALKS NOW 
GOING ON TO LIMIT STRATEGIC AND CONVENTIONAL FORCES IN 
EUROPE, HOLDING THAT LIMITATIONS ON SIZE OR DEPLOYMENT OF

NAVY HAD IN EXERCISE ABOUT TWICE AS MANY SHIPS AT SEA AS 
IT NORMALLY DOES, WITHOUT PUTTING ANY STRAIN ON ITS 
FLEETS, GORSHKOV THUS SHOWING POLITBURO WHAT HE PROMISED 
TO ACHIEVE. CORDDRY REPORTS IT WAS SAID THAT ONE OF MORE 
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DISTURBING ASPECTS WAS CONCENTRATION ON CONVOYS, SHOWING 
ABILITY TO MOVE FORCES ABROAD AND ALSO TO DISRUPT WEST'S 
OCEAN LINES OF COMMUNICATION. 

2G. MONDAY NYTIMES UNSIGNED LOCAL REPORTS SOVIET 
EXERCISE RAISES URGENT QUESTIONS FOR WEST, IN VIEW OF 
DEFENSE DEPARTMENT ANALYSTS, ASKING WHETHER PRESENCE OF 
MERCHANTMEN FORESHADOWED FUTURE USE OF SOVIET SEA POWER 
TO ESCORT A MERCHANT FLEET OR AN EXPEDITIONARY FORCE TO 
A CRISIS AREA, OR DO CONVOYS INDICATE PLANS TO DESTROY 
ALLIED MILITARY CONVOYS BOUND FOR EUROPE OR CARRYING OIL 
AND OTHER SUPPLIES TO NORTH AMERICA? ITEM ADDS SECRETARY 
MIDDENDORF IN SPEECH TO NAVY LEAGUE NOTED THE DISTURBING 
FACT THAT SOVIET NAVY HAS TWICE THE NUMBER OF MAJOR 
SURFACE COMBATANTS AND SUBMARINES AS US NAVY. FIRST PART 
OF THIS STORY IS CARRIED BY WASHSTAR. 

2H. MONDAY WASHPOST WILSON NORFOLK REPORTS US NAVY 
EXPERTS SPECULATE THAT SOVIET TACTIC OF KEEPING NEWEST 
MISSILE-FIRING DELTA-CLASS SUBMARINES AT HOME IN BARENTS 
SEA MAY INDICATE DECISION TO PUT LARGER NUMBER OF ICBMS 
ABOARD SUBS WHERE THEY ARE HARDER TO DETECT. WILSON 
NOTES THAT US COUNTERPART TO DELTA IS TRIDENT, NOT 
EXPECTED TO GO INTO SERVICE UNTIL LATE 1978. 

3. ILLEGAL BOMB. FRIDAY BALTSUN WU HONG KONG REPORTED 
HANOI FOREIGN MINISTRY CHARGED THAT SOUTH VIETNAMESE 
FORCES USED HIGHLY LETHAL ASPHYXIATION BOMBS (CBU 55) 
DURING THE FIGHTING FOR XU AN LOC APRIL 21 AND WARNED THAT 
THE USERS OF THIS OUTLAWED WEAPON WOULD BE PUNISHED AS 
WAR CRIMINALS AND ITS SUPPLIER, THE UNITED STATES, WOULD 
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ALSO BE HELD RESPONSIBLE. STATEMENT BY HANOI'S VIETNAM 
NEWS AGENCY ADDED THAT THE WEAPON WAS ALSO USED IN 
CAMBODIA BEFORE COLLAPSE OF LON NOL REGIME, THE STATEMENT 
HOLDING THAT THE CRIME PERPETRATED BY US AND ITS STOOGES 
IN USING A WEAPON BANNED BY INTERNATIONAL LAW IS 
COMPARABLE ONLY TO THE CRIMES COMMITTED BY HITLER'S WAR 
CRIMINALS. STATEMENT CHARGED THAT THE FORD ADMINISTRA- 
TION, WHILE TALKING ABOUT HUMANITARIAN AID AND 
HUMANITARIAN SOLUTIONS, IS CONDUCTING NEW MASSACRES IN 
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SOUTH VIETNAM. KISSINGER
